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The Outcasts were kfaown as such before they formed a groupaas 
no one invited them to parties' in Belfast-They decided to form a 
band one night in the Botanic Inn t after hearing Anarchy in the 
U *K » They were originally a four piece band with Greg doubling on 
bass. They played their- first gig after being together just two 
months,at Paddy Lambs pub in the Upper NEWTOwnards ROAD,This was 
in June 1977.Unfortunately many of the punks present got beaten up. 
They played mainly- covers of other punk songs -The next gig later 
in 77,was at the Pound,, where theypliayed their own material which 
Marty had written-They did not finish the set because the polieV 
army moved in and stopped the gig for what the band say was the 
crowd enjoying themselves•Continued playing around Ulsterand eve 
ntually recorded ademo tape at Wiz-zard.lt got very little reaction 
from record companies until IT records* from Port;adown signed them 
for one single-"Youre a disease ",a song about religion soldi about 
5,000copies even though it was pathetically produced-It was never 
available in EnglandOutcasts got only £70 
from that deal and when Terri Hooley offered them adeal with Good 
Vibrations they agreedThere was no actual contract just mutual 
trust.. Good Vibes released "Just another Teenage Rebel" and helped 
with the purchase of some new equipment which inexplicably made 
them tighter and helped build up a St large and loyal following, 
although they got the title "the band you love to hate" but this 
should be the band the journalists love tohate. Last year they 
supported the Clash And X.T.C. at the Ulster Hall.Unfortunately 
Greg smashed his arm in a car accident which meant that they 
were not playing for several months and when they did start playing 
they brought in Gordy Blair(Late offt RUDI) on bass. 

Before Gordy joined they released an album mainlyfe because Terri 
asked them to.The album "Self Conscious OverYpXXXX Yop^was 
very varied although they still tend to keep to the 1 true punk 1 
songs live. 

They have no great ambition for fame and fortune, as Marty said 
on Downtown Radio "I don’t have any. plans to be a star like . 
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1 don’t want to go on Mop of The POps and wear funny ninths.'.' 



Their lyrics have been misconstrued by some people and hence some 
people find tht?$r songs offensive but the band say "It's a basic thing 
we have no message, no beliefs,nothing like.We want to stick to simple 
songs-” Greg says "We don’t go out to shock people.In fact we put on 
a really fun show.But we are still outcasts They are only interest 
ed in enter-tainment and words are played with to fit the music or 
else constructed to be humourous. 

They do not Intend to leave Good Vibrations,which contrary towhat the 
popular press may say 1.8 not folding just yet ►They intend to stick 
by Terri, who has stuck by them.

This 
was released on their own RIGii) DIGITS label,with h^Lp.from manager Gordon Oligivie 
John Peel played it incessantly for two l weeks. The second single,ALTERATIVE 

ULSTER/78 R.P.M* ?was released on Rigid digits/Rough Trade.jfy November Brian Faloon 
left to marry and settle in Belfast.This\upset t/le band,as they say 12Wait and 
See*.Jim Reilly,an ex window,cleaner, joined o^drums to c<7nplete the present 
line up.

Here is axather brief interview with Henry,who Is met at the Holiday Inn,Plymouth 
the morning after their School Holiday Tour gig at the Top Rank Suite.IT was 

rather rushed as they had to leave for Portsmouth. 

BARRICADE. How did Suspect Device get released? 

HENRY. We got £500 from Gordon, which paid for the first 500. It was then re- 
pressedsaEE as we had the money. 

BARRICADE.What sort of control do you have cm the records you released? 

HENRY. Complete control.Chrysalis tell us they want a single or an alburn by a 
certain date but we control what’sput out,even sleeves. 

BARRICADE. How did the ROUGH TRADE deal come about? 

HENRY• They were selling Suspect Device for us; we rang them and told them we 
had anew single recorded and they offered to put it out for us.There 
was no contract; we got 50 ?o m 

BAfiBIGABB. On the back of Alternative Ulster you thank John Peel ’who made it 
all possible’.What ’3 his connection with it? 

HENRY.Well he played SuspectMevice every night for two weeks.Without that no 
one would have heard it, it would have been just another record. 

BARRICADE. Do you still consider yourselves punks playing ina punk band? 

HENRY. Yes.WMM It’s different from when we started. People say we’ve changed 
but people can say what they like , who cares? 

BARRICADE. You do’nt think you’ve changed? 

HENRY.Well, we’re better musicians and can afford to stay in better hotels but 
we’re still the same. 

BARRICADE. Do you consider yourselves a political band? 

HENRY .It depends what you mean by political. 

BARRICADE. Well ’White Noise’ and ’Fly the Flag’ are political. 

HENRY Yeah, we just sing about things that annoy us;things that mean something

BARRICADE .Do you think you have had any affect on people'a views on Ulster and 
other social problems?

HENRY.The record company is over here It’s a lot easier being over here rather 
than flying back and forth. 

At this point the tour manager came over and was rather anxious to leave. 
HENRY.One last question?

BARRICADE. Why did you lesionsc stay in Belfast? 

HENRY.I likeit ,1 was born there, I don’t like anywhere else. 

With that we s44d goodbye and Henry got on the *Fingersmobile* 

From the little Isaw of S.L.F.fi off stage I am convinced they are just merely 
ordinary peoplewho are no different from the rest of us.I don’t think they will 
ever become super stars and reject their fans.

"BIG TIME", which sold about 3*000 copies, originally.Big Time was re-released following 
Rudi's appearance onNATIONWIDE,They have since released an old son -, "OVERCOME BY FUMES" 
(on the battle of the bands package) and the I-SPY E.P., and also appear in "shell shock 
rock" 

The line-up which recorded Big Time was;RONNIE MATTHEWS 

BRIAN YOUNG 
GORDY BLAIR 
GRAHAM MARSHAL!. 

but fordy has since 'left* amd hence Rudi are now a'classic* three-piece playing hard 
pop. Withwx one less guitar they sound better and gives them more room to jumps; around!! 
Rudi went to London in search of ananas a wider audience and sucessbut unfortunately they 
went too soon and failed due to ignorance and non-exiitant advance warnings,as BRIAN 
says "like we didn't go to one record company* over there. Not one.We hadn't a 
clue" 



Rudi are one of the best bands to have emerged from Belfast,although major sucess 
has eluded them, so far anyway!They certainly have great potential. They are not too 
pleased with the way they come across on vinyl;Brian,"Like we think everything we've 
recorded so far las been aload of c!**. The productionxw*us is bad • We're a much better 
group live." 

I feel that RUDI will have some major sucess soon ,1 hopeso anyway 'cos they deserve It!!
